With New Haven Rallroad 
CIVIL AND CRIMINAL ACTIONS 


Attorney General instructed to Begin 
Proceedin at Once—Correspond- 
ence Indicates That Mellen’s \n- 
dictment Will Be Asked For—Pres- 
Ident Surprised at Directors 


The long continued effort to un- 
tangle the affairs of the New Haven 
railroad without litigation came to an 
end when President Wilson, in a let- 
ter to Attorney General McReynolds, 
directed the institution of a Sherman 
law suit to dissolve the system and or- 
dered that the “criminal aspects of 
the case” be laid before a_ federal 
grand jury. - 

The president’s approval of the 
course mapped out by the depart- 
ment of justice means that the Civil 
suit will be filed against the New Ha- 
ven in, the United States court at New 
York at once. 

The attorney general also immedi- 
ately will direct United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Marshall at New York 
to summon a grand jury, and the task 
of laying evidence before that body 
on which to ask for criminal idict- 
ments against officers and directors 
of the New Haven under the Mellen 
Management will be begun as soon as 
possible. 

T. W. Gregory, the special assist- 
ant in charge of the New Haven case, 
will have full charge of the civil suit, 
and before the grand jury. will be aid- 
ed by DB. M. Swaker, an expert from 
the interstate commerce commisssion, 
who has helped him in the prepara- 
tion of the evidence. How many in- 
dictments will be sought was not di- 
Vulged, but it was plainly indicated 
fn correspondence made public that 
McReynolds expects to ask for a bill 
against Charles §S. Mélien, former. 
president of the New Haven. 

The most significant fact in con- 
nection with the proceedings was said 
to be a statement which McReynolds 
gave out when the interstate com- 
merce commission began its New Ha- 
ven inquiry. In that statement he 
warned the commission to consider 
Whether immunity might be given 
certain men if made to testify as to 
their actions as directors of the road. 
The names he mentioned were: 

Charles §. Mellen, William Rocke- 
feller, George M. Miller, Charles F. 
Brooker, Edwin Milner, Lewis ©. 
Ledyard, Gedrge F. Baker and Hd- 
ward D. Robbins. 

In addition to directing suit, the 
president in his letter to McReynolds 
declared that the decision of the New 
Haven directors not to keep their 
agreement to dissolve peacefiilly had 
caused him “the deepest surprise and 
regret,”" and that their failure “upon 
80 slight a pretext” was “inexplicable 
and entirely bo agg justification,” 
The department’s course, he said, 
‘Was just, reasonable and efficient, and 
should have resulted in avoiding suit. 

Accompanying the president’s letter, 
the department made public ¢orre- 
spondence between the attorney gen- 
eral and President Wilson and be- 
tween the attorney general and Presi- 
Cent Hustis of the New Haven. 


ON EVE OF INVESTIGATION 


McDermott, Against Whom Charges

Representative James T. McDer- 
Mott of Illinois. telegraphed Governor 
Dunne, ‘resigning as a member of 
congress. 

McDermott was charged by Colonel 
Mulhall of the National Association of 
Manufacturers with being a paid lob- 
byist for the asso¢iation. His resig- 
nation from the house came just two 
days before probable action on the re- 
port of the investigating committee, 
which found him guilty of “gross im- 
proprieties.”’ 

By resigning McDermott disposes 
of any action by the house on the 
lobby charges against him. He cattie 
from the stockyards district of Chi- 
cago and is a candidate for re-elec- 
tion.

The Atlanta University Quartette, 
famous all over the country, sang at the 
South church last Sunday evening, at 


the evening service. Once a year a dele- 
gation from this famous university | p 


comes to Andover in its tour of the 


‘| States, and pleads the cause of this 


school. The cause is one well worth 
giving to: the education and uplift of 


the colored people so that they may be- 


come citizens of this country. 
The speaker of the evening was Pro- 
fessor Towne, professor of pedagogy in 
Atlanta University, and he told of the 
results achieved there. He gave as an 


‘illustration of the’ work the school was 


doing, his own class of 1894, in which 
there were seventeen young women and 
six young men. In s ing of the 
young women, he created a laugh when 
he called attention to the fact that he 
did not dare say that their work was not 
as important as the mén’s in these days 
of suffragettes, but he grouped them as 
a whole and told that after teaching 
successfully for many years, they went 
the way of all women, got married, add- 
ing, however, that there homes were 
exemplary. there in the Southland. 


There was one exception; one member: 


of the class, Julia Jackson, after teach- 
ing for ten or twelve years, gave up her 
profitable employment and started a 
settlement where she taught the men 
how to. plant their farms,:and own them, 
taught the women how to cook: and 
keep house and care for their children, 
and started schools for the children. 
This she did out of the savings of her 
twelve years of teaching. Later on edu- 
cational boards, became interested in 
her work and help was forwarded, but 
the credit is due to her for her efforts 
toward the uplift of her race. 

Then Professor Towne spoke of the 
men of the class, allsuccessful teachers 
in the schools of the South, many gifted 
in languages, all earnest workers for the 
betterment of the conditions which 
surround this race of people. 

He gave. these illustrations to. show 
the audience the great work Atlanta 
University is doing; not only is it help- 
ing the negro to get an education, but is 
helping him to teach his own kind how
